16. Remove bottom portion of dash 
shroud. 2 (P-2) screws and snap 
clips.­Disconnect­control­plugs. 
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17. Remove 3 (P-2) screws from bottom 
portion of column shroud and remove 
shroud. 


18.­Remove­3­(P-2)­screws­mounting­ 
top portion of dash shroud. 


19. Remove 1 (5/16”) bolt to remove 
transponder­ring. 
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20. With lock in accessory 
position, push on depression 
pin located at three o’clock 
position.
